The safest thing to do xx hen 
there is the slightest eye dis­ 
turbance is to visit a physician 
for an eve check-up. Diagnosis 
of glaucoma can be made on 
history of symptoms, measure, 
ment of eye pressure, and the 
measurement of the areas of 
vision. Treatment depends on 
the nature and severity of the 
case. Frequently 
th* condition 
may be controlled by eve drops 
or other medication. In severe 
cases, surgery may be leqinred. 
However, surgery and medica­ 
tion cannot restore vision lost, 
although it will prevent prog­ 
ress of the diseases.

Starting in Septem ber, a group 
of Escanaba citizens will begin 
their sixth veal- of working with 


and sum it up. The pattern of 
the sessions is somewhat akin 
to that of Alcoholics Anonymous 
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inm ates of the M arquette State m eetings. In fact, AA is a form 
of group counseling. 
Procedure Spontaneous 
Procedure for the meeting is 
completely spontaneous. There 
are no prison guards present 
during the meetings. 
“ Years ago, it was felt that 
you 
had 
to be professionally 
trained to be a group counselor, 
but this attitude is changing,” 
said Claude 
Kau sc her, 
prison 
classification director. 
“There is a distinct value in 
this type of group counselling 
with outsiders who have no con­ 
nection with the prison,” said 
W arden Raymond J. Buckhoe. 
“ In fact, this is the m ost m ean­ 
ingful type of counseling I've 
seer, in the prison in term s of 
self-discipline.” 
Tile unique program started in 
1959 when Jack Schwartz, who 
then was secretary of the E sca­ 
naba Cham ber of 
Commerce, 
wrote prison officials asking if 
there was anything he could do 
to help inmates. Prison authori­ 
ties suggested group counseling

with a group of IO inm ates.

James Burnham, an avowed 
conservative, in his recent “Su­ 
icide of the W est” (John Day), 
shrewdly, 
with 
patient 
good 
will, analyzes 
the 
extensive 
body of liberal 
doctrine and 
dogma which liberals say, and 
often believe, does not exist. 
Two books can be better than 
one in surprising combinations. 
To read 
conservative 
Burn­ 
ham ’s analysis of liberalism in 
parallel with liberal Becker's 
biography of liberal Field is an 
exceptionally fruitful intellec­ 
tual experience. Not everyone 
will emerge from it with the 
same conclusions but for us, 
Field and his biographer go far 
toward writing 
Q. E. D. to 
much of B urnham ’s thesis.

On Anniversary 


SA INT-R APH A EL. 
France 
(AP) — On a balmy day 20 
years ago today, three battle- 
hardened 
American 
divisions 
and a Free PYcnch force land­ 
ed on the Riviera to open a sec­ 
ond front in the liberation of 
France. 
The 
landings 
in 
Southern 
France 
have 
been 
overshad­ 
owed 
by 
the 
massive 
Allied 
landing 
at 
Normandy 
two 
months before. 
But for Gen. 
Charles de Gaulle, then com­ 
mander of 
the 
Free 
French 
fighters and new Fran ce’s pres­ 
ident, this wras the invasion in 
which the French “ began par­ 
ticipating in the common vic­ 
tory.” 
De Gaulle’s troops were kept 
out of the Normandy invasion 
planning, but the Allies consult­ 
ed fully with De Gaulle’s exile 
regime in Algiers on the strike 
at southern France. 
Thus De Gaulle, on this 20th 
anniversary, devoted a full day 
to taking part in ceremonies. He 
joined U.S. Ambassador Charles 
E. 
Bohlen 
in 
a 
motorcade 
hrough French towns that flew 
the flags of France, the United 
States and Britain. 
In speeches along the way he 
recalled this was the first real 
effort of the French in driving 
the Nazis from 
their French 
homeland, and he praised the 
United States and Britain. 
He reviewed detachments of 
U.S. 
and 
British 
troops 
and 
chatted in English with their of- ; 
fleers. 
De Gaulle did not attend cere­ 
monies marking the Normandy 
landings in June. He said he 
was “ too busy” in Paris.
